The elections to the Provisional Parlia- 
iment will be held‘ to-morrow throughout 
Southern and Western Ireland. Some ten 
per cent. of the electors were Southern 
‘Unionists while the Act of Union existed. 
‘They. remain ‘loyal citizens of the Empire 
and retain their deep love for Ireland and 
‘their desire to serve her. It is probable 
that their political opinions, hopes and 
fears are virtually identical to-day with 
those of a large percentage of the electors 
who were known formerly as Constitutional 
Nationalists. What is the immediate duty 
of this substantial ‘body of Irishmen and 
Irishwomen? Ought they to abstain from 
voting to-morrow? Ought they to vote, 
and, if they decide .to. vote, for whom. 
ought they to vote? Those of them who 
share our own very definite views will have 
no hesitation in the matter. We know 
that many members of the Southern 
minority are so heartily disgusted with 
the present state of things that they are 
tempted to surrender themselves to apathy 
The Collins-de Valera pact 
has turned them into political cynics. 
They see that a more or less effective 
muzzle has been put wpom the free ex- 
pression of the people’s will. In many 
cases the candidates who seek their votes 
are mere names to them. Some of them 
are not without fear of unpleasant conse- 
quences if they venture to exercise the 
franchise. Nobody can say that such feel- 
ings are not natural ; but we hold, never- 
theless, that every member of the Southern 
minority who has.a vote ought to use it. 
Our advice is based on two reasons, The 
exercise of the franchise is one of the 
first duties of citizenship, and every vote, 
given in the right way, will be an influence 
for good. : . 
After so many months of conferences and 
pacts, of obscure intrigues in Dail Eireann, 
of constitutional anomalies, of harlequin- 
like changes of front in political leaders, 
the educated elector who tries to think for 
himself, and is not a blind panel-follower, 
has plenty of excuse fot complete be- 
wilderment. Yet a few salient facts emerge 
from the present confusions. The first and 
vital fact is the importance of the Treaty, 
which must be saved if Ireland is not to 


| perish. Another fact is this—that every 


supporter of the Treaty who is returned 
to the new Parliament will be a true ex- 
ponent of the people’s will. A third fact 
is the need, from every social and economic 


| standpoint, of a better Parliament than 


that. which has drawn a dreary trail of 
incompetence over one of the most critical 

ges of Irish history. Every Southern 
oyalist ought to base his decisions to- 
| morrow on these three facts. They require 
him to vote because his vote can help the 
cause of peace. They require that he shall 
vote for men who. are pledged to support 
the Treaty. They require that, as between 
rival sapporters of the Treaty, he shall 
vote for those who are most likely to be 
intelligent, business-like and well-informed 
administrators in the Provisional Parlia- 
ment. That Parliament will be short- 
‘lived, but its work will be important, It 
must settle. the Free State Constitution,

Railway Commission Mr, D. Twomey 
gave some very important evidence in 
regard to railway rates. The excessive 
freight charges 6f the Irish failways 
are doing serious damage to the Shows 
of the ‘Royal ‘Dublin Society, and 
at a recent meeting of the Agricultural’ 
Committee. many grave complaints were 
made on this score. There is no doubt 
that Mr. Twomtey's case’was well founded. 
Live-stock ‘ raising is, perhaps, the most 
important Irish industry. The improve- 
ment in the quality of our cattle during 
the last twenty years has added eonsider- 
ably to the country’s income, and the 
Shows which are promoted by the ‘Royal 


Dublin Society have done more than any-

One regular 
exhibitor from County Cork informed the 
Society that, as the cost of transport fer 
five beasts and two men from Queenstown 
to Dublin was over fifteen pounds, he did 
not propose to send any entries to the 
Show. Similar communications were re- 
ceived from all parts of the country, 
Mr. Twomey said that, with reasonable 
freight charges, the entries for the last 
Show could have been trebled, and this 
significant statement ought to give the rail- 
way companies food for serious thought. 
Their excessive charges are preventing the 
small breeder—who is the mainstay of the 
industry—from sending his exhibits to 
Dublin. In damaging the Agricultural 
Shows they are putting obstacles in the 
way of Ireland's economic progress. We 
agree heartily with Mr. Twomey when he 
asserts that, for the special purposes of 
the Show, freight charges ought to be re 
duced by as much as 50 per cent. 
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Germany s Plight. 

The news that the Paris Committee of 
Bankers has refused to grant an interna- 
tional loan to Germany has been received 
with dismay in Berlin. The bankers' re- 
fusal, of course, was due purely to the un- 
compromising attitude of M. Poincaté in 
regard to the payment of reparations, and 
must not be interpreted as a desire cn 
their part to injure the chances of Ger- 
many’s. recovery, Whatever may have 
been its motive, however, its result is 
likely to be very. serious. A - new 
‘ slump” in the value of the mark is 
anticipated. Holders of German currency 
are beginning already to unload their 
stocks on the markets, and, in all pro 
bability, the foreign exchanges will be. 
oscillating violently again within a week. 
Vienna already is setting the pace, and 
the krone stands now at some 100,000 to 
the pound. Ifthe mark should become the 
victim of a similar landslide, a most 
alarming situation would arise.

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A Bread Loan. 


The Soviet Government, has been forced to 
the desperate expedient of raising a loan in 
kind. Subscribers are being asked to buy 
bonds with rye instead of roubles. The 


| cheapest bond costs one pood of rye (about 


_37 pounds avoirdupeis), and the dearest 100 
poods. Actually the bonds take the form. 
of obligations; for the loan is a> forced 
one. Subscribers, if they like, may pay 
for their obligations in roubles, but at the 
rate of four million roubles per pood of 
rye. A promise that the loan will be re- 
deemed some time in the first half of next 


| year-is held out to the ‘teluctant public, 


and that it will be redeemed in poods of 
rye at the present price. The implication 
is that, if the rouble decreases in value 
still further, subscribers will make a profit 
when their obligations are redeemed. No 
other interest is offered on the loan. Bol- 
shevist promises are always a doubtful 
security, but. the latest seems to be a 
blatant fraud. If Russia's position next 
year should be any more desperate than 
to-day, the Bolsheviks will be no more 
able to repay their forced loan than they 
are able to do without it now, x

IRISH’ ARCHITECTS. 


PLANNING. FOR THE 
FUTURE,” 
) 
(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

One is glad to see that Mr. Darrell Figgis 
has published his recent before the 
Architectural Association of Ireland. When 
delivered, it aroused considerable interest, both 
by reason of its lucid expression “and its con- 
structive power of thought. Even when his 
hearers felt most inclined to question Mr. Figgis 
one was provoked to thought. And it is pleas- 
ing to note, now that the Talbot Press has 
published the address as an artistic brochure, 
at the reasonable price of two shillings, that it 
reads as well as it sounded. 

Mr. Figgis’s theme was an inspiring one. 
“We stand,” he stated, “‘in Ireland at the 
outset of development. We are singular among 
all nations in this: that we have now to start 
from the very beginning. Obviously, there- 
fore, it is possible for us to make more rapid 
progress in six years than, measure for measure, 
they can hope to achieve in sixty, And, 
obviously again, this implies that in thinkin 
of the morrow we actually think of wor 
which must be begun to-day, and the fruits of 
which we must gather speedily. Our pockets 
must be crammed with plans for to-morrow if 
we are to take right advantage of the infinite 
possibilities of development that lie before us 
as a nation.” - 

The words are brave, and the truth is evi- 
dent; though since they wero spoken last March 
some of us, to be candid, have grown sceptical 
whether our countrymen have the desire to 
choose the men who can bring them to the 
ripeness of deeds. Mr. Figgis himself is in no 
doubt of the right method to be employed, and 
there aro few thoughtful men who will ques- 
tion the correctness of his thinking. Through- 
out his address we find him very critical of the 
politician, and hopeful for another kind of man 
altogether. “The Fcyisal way is to pro- 
ceed from day to day.” he declares, “in the 
hope tbat a plan will finally by good luck 
emerge—and it @ver does.” ‘To the politician, 
therefore, he opposes the architect--and it is 
fair to observe that, though he has a definite 
practical proposal to lay before architects, he 
sometimes uses the word “architect” in the 
bigger meaning of one who plans and builds 
constructive work, having before him a clear 
notion of what he is about, and a will to 
bring it to pass. Against the usnal procedure 
of the politician. he declares; “ rises the pria- 
ciple of the architect, that before a building 
shall be built a plan must first be made, and 
that the building shall be built according to 
plan. The simpiest definition of the architect 
us that he is a man with a plan.’ 

Ireland being a country which, as he says, 
“yet awaits the planners’ skill,” Mr. Figygis, 
therefore. appealed io the “builders and 
planners” to come forward, organise them- 
selves, and take their part in creating the 
future of the country. In vivid phrase he 
refers to the ruin done in England by a cev- 
tury of stumbling industria! progress. Had 
a plan of progress been possible, more than 
suggests, how different the result would have 
been. A century ago such a plan was not pos- 
sible. But to-day the case is different. Wiih 
a country such as Ireland is—graphically de- 
scribed by our author as “ prairie land ’’—~it is 
not so difficult, in the light of what other 
nations have done; and with the development of 
science spread before us, to draw up a plan 
of development. We may, he says elsewhere, 
change the details of the plan, as wise men 
will, according to the materialg available. But 
the plan still remains the plan; it is the master 
of the changes: and the details may only he 
revised in harmony with the larger ccneeption 
ot which they are part. 

Indeed. Mr. Figgis comes forward himself, 
and puts forward a plan for the organisation 
of architects in the State. Many prominent 
names among architects are already ‘klentified 
with some such development as he suggests.

| BELLEEK, 


PEACE AND POTTERY. 
——s— E 
(BY ALFRED 5. MOORE.) 


Although Belleek has recently achieved an 
ephemeral bellicose reputation “ at the cannon’s 
mouth ” by reason of its location as a strategic 

int in the internecine operations on the 
‘orthern border, its more lasting fame :s 
happily founded on its application to the arts 
of peace. ‘There is vast truth in the old 
truism, anent “imitation being tho sincerest 
form of flattery,” for, just as the name Bal- 
briggan, applied to hose, has become world- 
wide, so potteries in America, Austria, and 
Japan have striven to counterfeit their wares 
as Belleeck. They have been successful in their 
designs undoubtedly, but what baffles them is 
the glaze. So Belleek pottery remains im- 
dividualistic and supreme in its genre. 

It astounds the visitor to the stockrooms of 
the Beileek pottery to see how far and wide 
the fame if the picturesque little Fermanagh 
town travels. Here, cheek by jowl, are 
three cxamples in a delicate tea set, thin as 
an egg shell, made for the Royal family, 
together with a service of common 
household china designed for a middle class 
farmstead, and a dainty breakfast set ordered 
specially for an Italian Cardinal, and bearing his 
coat of armc. Adjacent also, is a real objet 
d'ar! m a vase deccrated with dainty leaves 
and flowers, as varied in their shapes as in their 
decorations, which will go to grace the Fifth 
Avenue mansion of a New York oil millionaire. 
Everything displayed has the wonderful! lusv.re 
for which Belleek is noted, so the place seems 
inlaid with mother-of-pearl. 

There are many grades of pottery ware pro- 
duced in’ these wonderful works on the piece 
turesque Erne River. Strangeiy. tow the com- 
monest household dishes and Uo ertisiic porce- 
lain share the same kilns. It is the betier 
grades, however, with which we are most fame 
iar. 

How are they evolved? 

Broadly, the manufacture does noi differ 
from that iu Stafforishire and other centres. 
Several kinds of fine china clay are mixed with 
pulverised calcined feispar. But for the mak- 


ing of the thinner and highly «ccorated 
pieces a further ingredient is needed 
In a soluble gum to toughen 


the material and permit them to be handled 
more freely. Of course, the potter's lathe 1s 
used, and here the potter's clay, revolving on 
a small table, is moulded into shape by the 
craftsman’s hands or tools. 

But the really delicate cups, vases and like 
objects are evolved by pouring clay im a liquid 
state into plaster of Paris moulds. The plaster 
absorbs the water from the adjoining clay, and 
when the surplus liquid ig poured off there 
remains a deposit of material around the sur- 
face of the mould. The longer the liquid is 
permitted to remain in the plaster the thicker 
will be the deposit, so that a few seconds almost 
suffice for makmmg .one of the famous egy- 
shell China cups. A short time is allowed jor 
the excess water to he absorbed by the plaster 
previous to the object being passed on to the 


potter. He or she, adds the handle or other 
Ornamentation of roses, shamrocks and other 
flowers. 


‘Then, when sufficiently dry, it is taken to the 
kiln, where it is carefully packed with kindred 
articles in coarse earthen vessels called seggers. 
‘These receptacles are piled one on top of the 
other to a height of fully twenty feet. 
Each pile of seggers is known as a bung, 
and there mav be forty or fifty bungs td the 
charge of a kiln, being so arranged that there 
will be space between them to allow the heat 
to circulate freely around the seggers. 


The som or firing is a fastidious operation, 
last usually from forty to forty-two hours. 
The fire is then allowed to go out, and the 


kiln cools very gradually. 

— is the next step. The porcelain, now 
termed biscuit. ware, is dipped into tubs con- 
taining a thick white fluid and then placed on a 
rack to dry. This dipping needs great care. 
Uniformity of coating is essential, and large 
drops or accumulations on one part more than 
another must be avoided. The moisture is 
rapidly absorbed by the porous biscuit ware, 
and the thin surface glaze dries up. Again 
the seggers are requisitioned, and im the kiins 
the articles undergo another firing. Its effect 
is to melt the glaze and convert it into a species 
of glass all over the surface. It is this glaze, 
so often imitated, but never achieved, which 
gives the individuality to Belleek pottery. 

But our pottery so far is merely white or 
or decorating 
in colours. At Belleek this work is im the 
hands of about twenty young men and wemen, 
whe «it at long tables, deftly applying the 
colours with their brushes. The ?resden 
Shepherdess figures in music and poetry, but 
these pretty and graceful Fermanagh girls 
would make excellent subjects likewise for the 
embellishment of their own ware. 

Now our ware, though decorated, is not yet 
ready for the packer. it goes again to the kilns 
to have the colours firmly fixed. Next stage 
ig to the big stockrooms to he inspected by 


Belleek is ever very large, since the output 
is hardly equal to the demand, Orders must 
be placed months ahead to secure any large 
quantity of porcelain. 

What makes Belleek ware so costly? 

Of course, the plainer objects, those unorna- 
mented with flowers or figures, are not dearer 
than any other good pottery’s products. 
But the choice specimens in their 
delicate tints and modellings are ali 
handwork, and often it entails days and 
even weeks to fashion and complete some 
chef d'muvre. This is one reason for the cost. 
But, just as.the famous mustard manufacturer 
averred that his fortune was made from the 
mustard wasted by dinerg rather than from 
that actually consumed, the breakages in 
Belleek ware are very considerable, and must 
be paid for by the purchaser of the others. 
A hundred accidents may happen. A fine piece 
may be cracked beyond repair in the firing; 
then, if you handle or pack Belleek ware you 
must be very, very careful. 

Some people were inclined to sneer at the 
fact that Belleck was captured by the British 
troops without any great bombardment. It 
wou d have been a national and irreparable 
calamity had the famous pottery been shelled. 
To-lay it is under the control of Irish enter- 
prise. Undoubtedly our National Museum 
authorities in Dublin were giftel with com- 
mendable foresight in accumulating the splendid 
collection of Belleek ware which is the object 
rs Matai by every artistic visitor to

SALARIES AND PROMOTIONS. 


At next Monday's meeting of the Dublin 
Municipa] Council a report of the Finance and 
General Purposes Comimittee will come up for 
consideration, A Sub-Committee of the Re- 
Organisation Committee has betn dealing with 
the re-organisation of the Town Clerk's depart- 
ment, and its report recomme&ds that a chief 
committee clerk be appointed, who would be 
primarily responsible for the secretaria! work 
of the Finauce and General Purposes Com- 
mittee, which, under the new standing orders, 
is of a very extensive and varied character. 
On the recommendation of the Town Clerk, the 
Sub-Committee put forward the name of Mr. 
John H. Hutchinson, B.A., who has been in 
the service of the Corporation for 25 years, and 
who, on the ground of experience and ability, 
1s eminently suitable to fill this responsible 
position. The Committee recommend his ap- 
pomtment at a commencing (inclusive) salary 
of £600, rising by annual increments of £20 to 
£700. He is at present head of the group in 
the City Accountant's department . haying 
charge of the Waterworks and Markets ac- 
counts. 

In the case of the Assistant to the Town 
Clerk, Mr. M. J. Walsh—under the scale of 
salaries submitted by the Town Clerk to the 
Re-Organisation Committee, the mtial figure 
recommended for the position was £1,000. Mr. 
Walsh's present scale of salary is £600, rising 
to £800 by £25 per annum. The Sub-Com- 
mittee did not see their wav to recommend 

adoption of the Town Clerk's stiegestion es 
regards his assistant, but, at the same time, 
were of opinion that the salary at present at- 
tached to the position is imadequate, having 
regard particularly to the fact that durivg the 
Town Clerk's absence, his assistant is at the 
head of the service and in contro) of Officers, 
many of whom, including several not occupying 
the positions of heads of departments, would 

in receipt of a higher seale of remuneration. 
The Committee agree that this is an anomaly 
which ought to be removed, art aro of opinion 
that an inechusive salary of £800, rising by 
annual increments of £25 to £900, would be 
equitable, and they recommend these conditions 
for approvel. 

The Committee also recommend that Mr. C 
P. McNamara be given rank as First Architee- 
tural Assistant at his present salary of £422, 
including war bonus. Mr. James J. O'Brien is 
classed as Second Architectural Assistant. with 
various duties; and his salary is £481 ,per 
annum. On the termination of the war bonus 
the salaries of these officials will be adjusted,

When the Irish Railway Commission resumed 
its sittings yesterday morning at inster 
House, Dublin under the chairmanship of Lord 
Justice O'Connor, interesting evidence was 
EA by Mr. R. C. Williams, asat, County 
ork, who represented the Traders’ Protection 
Association. and other interests, including those 
of pedigree stock breeders. 

He spoke in strong terms regarding the link 
line connecting the Cork and Macroom and 
Cork and Bandon railway termini at Cork, and 
stated that at present it was used neither for 
goods nor passenger traffic. That was a reat 
inconvenience, as there was no through rate, 
and they had to send men to Cork with cattle, 
and have the animals re-booked there to their 
destination. Had ithe link line been worked. 
they could run into the Cork and Bandon and 
the Great Southern lines, and get coal, goods, 
etc.. from the ship's side direct to Macroom. 
The tink was worked for military purposes 
during the war. For commercial purposes :t 
would be very useful 

The Chairman intimated that the matter had 
been under the notice of the Provisional Go- 
vernment, and the attitude taken by the Cork 
and Macroom Company seemed to be, that 
wherees thev were quite willing to obey without 
any -Act of Parliament the authoritv of the 
British Gorernment in connection with the rim- 
ning of the junction, they would not obev the 
Provisionna! Government without an Act of 
Parliament. That seemed an extraordinary 
position to take up. He read an extract from 
a letter written on behalf of the Board, in 
whic: they asked to be shown any Parliamen- 
tary authority empowering such action, and 
they stated that to concede to the demand 
would be contrary to their trust. “ Of course,’ 
continued the Chairman, “ there is no Parlia- 
mentary authority at present existing in this 
country, because we are in a state of transition, 
but if I may be allowed to express my opinion, 
1 consider this railway company, would be well 
advised to act upon the suggestion of the Pro- 
visional Government that this junction should 
he allowed to exist, and be worked nending 
Parliamentary sanction to be obtained after- 
wards, and in doing that I am satisfied they 
would he safernarded in everv way. 

Mr. Williams said that the objection made 
was one of private interests, as those who were 
objecting would lose their directerships. 

The Chairman stated that the objection that 
was being made was merely a technical one— 
that there was ro Parliamentary authority. At 
the present time no railway company should 
stand upon technicalities. 

In replv to Mr. O'Dea, the witness said that 
the link line had not been worked since the 
military left. 

Mr. O'Des— Your people, or Board, want a 
connection with the other reilways in the 
vicinity over this link line. and the Cork and 
Macroom directors refuse it. 

Witness—Yes. The directors of the Cork and 
Macroom do not want to have anything to do 
with the Cork and Randon Railway. Thev just 
want to live happily by themselves and kill 
industry. 

Mr. Bacon. representing the Associated Rail- 
way Companies, said that they would hear the 
directors on that matter later on, as they would 
be present. 

Mr. Ingram, Secretary, explained that there 
was a mistake ag to the date in the wire sent 
to the Cork and Macroom people, due to a 
typist’s error. 


PARLIAMENTARY POWEBS. 


The Chairman said that to talk about Par- 
liamentary powers at the present. time was 
absurd. They all hoped that Parliamentary 
sanetion would come soon to regularise matters. 
What he would suggest. was that the 
Provisional Government should send down a 
mandatory direction for the working of the 
junction if a satisfactory explanation was not 
forthcoming. 

The witness said that he was losing every day 
cver the matter. If he sent a salmon from 
Macroom to London he could only send it ae far 
as Cork first, and then from Cork to London, 
and it was three weeks later he got the dockets 
for the freight. 

Mr. Bacon intimated that he would offer 
evidence later on in connection with the link 
line. 

The witness expressed the view that the traffic 
on the Macroom line would be considerably 
increased if the system were assimilated by the 
Great Southern Company. Most of the goods 
traffic was now done by motor lorries, and a 
censiderable pre-war tourist traffic had been 
lost completely. '

Kenneth Reddin. solicitor and election agent 
tor Dr. Myles Keogh aad Sir John Robert 
O'Connell. restraining him from printing or 
publishing a ballot card, which, it was alleged, 
was calculated to or = electore of the 
South City Division o in. 

The judges were Messrs. Creed Meredith (pre- 
siding) and J. Crowiey. . 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Jos. McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. Little and 
O hUaidhaigh) applied on behalf of Madame 
Markievicz and Charles Murphy, candidates for 
the Parliamentary representation of South City 
of Dublin in the Third Dail, for an injunction 
restraining Kenneth Reddin, solicitor, Alderman 
Myles Keogh, and Sir, John Robert O'Connell 
from publishing or circulating a ballot card 
which was so misleading as to amount to 
corrupt and illegal practice. He (Mr. Comyn) 
moved on the joint affidavit of Constance 
Georgina de Markievicz and Charles Murphy, 
which set out that they ere candidates for the 
division mentioned and that their names ap- 
peared on the notice of poll ervey by the 
Returning Officer, Lorcan G. Sherlock. They re- 
ferred to and verified the affidavit of Mr. 
Brvan Fegan, their election agent, which sev 
out the fects, mentioning that Mr. Charlies 
Murphy was Financial Secretary to the Republi- 
ean Party. He (deponent) referred to a 
published cony of the notice of election issued 
by Lorcan Sherlock, the Returning Officer. 

The orde rin which the names of candidates 
eppeared on the notice of poll and on the ballot 
paper were Constance Georgina (Countess) de 
Markievicz, Thomas Kelly, Dr. Myles sd SA 
Daniel MacCarthv, Charles (Alderman) Murphy, 
William O'Brien. Sir John Robert O'Connell. 
Kenneth Reddin, solicitor, and ogens for the 
eandidates Dr. Keogh, Sir John R. O'Connell, 
ui their interest published and distributed 
amongst the clectore a bs '“t card purporting to 
set out the names of can ' lates at the election, 
and to give instructions to the electors as to the 
way in which they could exercise their Parlia- 
mentary franchise, and the number of prefer- 
ence or transferable votes which each elector 
could give on the ballot card. The names of 
six cendidates only were eet out and the name 
of Alderman Charles Murphy was omitted. 


SIX, NOT SEVEN. 


It thereby purported to give the electors 
advice and instructions as to the full and free 
exercise by them of the franchise, but it con- 
eealed from the clectors that there are seven 
candidates and they are not limited to the 
figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, but could also put the 
figure 7 opposite the name of a candidate. He 
was informed and believed that many of the 
electors who received and read that ballot card 
concluded from it that Alderman Charles 
Murphy was not candidate for a South City 
Division; that there were only six candidates 
for the division, and that they could not vote 
for more than six. Some of the electors, who 
had seen the notice of poll published by the 
Returning Officer without the name of Alder- 


Alderman Murphy had withdrawn his candida- 
ture when they saw that his name did not 
appear on the card. 

He believed that ballot card was contrived to 
mislead the electors into the belief that the 
exercise of the franchise by them was limited 
to putting the figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 opposite 
the names of the candidates in the order and 
preference, and as euch that it was a fraudulent 
device or contrivance to wmpede or prevent the 
free exercise of tne Corrupt Practices Preven- 
tion Act of 1883. The ballot card was also an 
illegal pratice within the meaning of Section 9, 
Sub-Section 2, of the Corrupt Practices Preven- 
tion Act, 1883, as it involved the publication of 
the false statement of tu. withdrawal of Alder- 
man Charles Murphy as a candidate, and he 
charged that this was done for the purpose ot 
promoting or procuring the election of Myles 
Keogh and Sir J. R. O'Connell.

CONFUSING THE ELECTORS. 
The ballot card also mis-stated the name of 
Constance Georgina de Markievicz (Countess), 
and placed her third on the list, whereas on 
the ballot paper and on the notice of poll she 
appeared first. This device was calculated $so 
confuse the electors. This attempt to confuse 
the electors by misplacing the names was only 
less pernicious and illegal than the deliberate 
omission of the name of Alderman Charles 

Murphy. 

Unless, the affidavit continued, the publica- 
tion and distribution of this ballot eard was 
prevented, great injustice would be done to the 
Countess de Markievicz and Alderman Charles 
Murphy. and the exercise of the franchise he 
the electors of South City Dublin would be 
further interfered with.
